lie g ave experi­ 
m en ts of this nature at » Sandy Hook 
proving station in 1888 in the presence 
of L ieutenant Zalinski and otlmr stu ­ 
dents of somnoe, some of w hom were 
profound skeptics and insisted on the 
theory that K eely used 
n othing but 
compressed air. W hatever the substance 
w as that. Ko« » ly carried in a steel tube, 
it w as 
apparently inexhaustible, 
the 
projective force of the nineteenth and 
last shot being greater than any of the 
preceding ones, 
a 
cironmstanoe 
that 
stiau g ely combated the theory of com ­ 
pressed air. 
It w ould require a book to tell of the 
series of m echanism s w hich K eely de 
vised to oouvert this m ysterious atomic 
energ y so called to the industrial and 
oommerciul activities of the world.

The apparatus

experim ents is the property of the K eely 
Motor company. 
Apart from that he 
left a great mass of manuscript, relating 
to 
the 
progress of 
his experiments, 
w hich is the property of ins estate and 
ran only tie disposed of in the ad m in is­ 
tration of his elfects. 
No patents were ever secured w ith 
devices whii h Keely invented. 
Charles 
B. Collier, a la w y er of P hila d e lp h ia , 
was reta ined by Keely and bis com pany 
iu 18 90 to apply fur letters patent on 
the Keely inventions. 
Detailed d r a w ­ 
ings were m a d e and elaborate provision 
al specifications were w ritten. 
T h e de 
signs were never complete« ! in s form 
to be subm itte d to th e patent office, 
¿some m ont h s ago Mr. Collier, observ 
ing K e e l y ’s tailing health, suggested 
some plan for preserving K e e l y ’s seer« t 
m th« * evento! death.

T h e tim e is now ripe 
for an inte r na tiona l a g re e m e nt w h ich 
shall preclude th e possibility of phy sical 
strife.

nations are in earnest in such profes­ 
sions, w hy should they not agree to a 
proposition to settle all inte rna tiona l 
disp utes by arbitra tion?

m a ny m illions of dollars. 
A victorious 
nation m ay extend its te rritoria l do­ 
m a in and m a y rec* ive large indem nities, 
but thin does not balance th e loss to 
h um a ni t y t h r oug h phy sical slaughter. 
“ I th i nk t h a t a vast m a j or i t y of the 
na tions of 
the w orld w ould 
readily 
agree to ent e r a peace convention. 
In 
A m erica, for instance, both north and 
south, I do not t h i nk the re is a country 
or a colony w h i c h does not favor an i n­ 
te rna tiona l court. 
In E urop e I do not 
believe t h a t any difficulty w ould be e x ­ 
perienced in se curing the co-operation 
of all th e g re a t nations, a nd A siatic 
countries w ould be glad to h a ve th e op ­ 
p or tunity of « altering it. 
C h i na would 
readily send a representative. 
“ An inte rna tiona l a rbi t ra t i on board 
w ould not only prom ote peace but w ould 
serve to accele rate th e prosp erity of the 
world. 
N a ti ons w ould be broug h t into 
closer contact, a nd a mort* cordial and 
s y m p a th e tic feeling w ould be c ul t i va t ­ 
ed. 
T ra d e and com m ercial 
relations 
w ould receive a n im petus. 
N a ti ons y et 
behind in civilization 
and conn icroe 
w ould 
have

The disarm am ent proposition, h o w ­ 
ever, does not g o far enoug h.

“ W ould the form ation of secret alli­ 
ances between countries interfere w ith 
the work of such a court? ” w as asked. 
“ No, it w ould n o t,” ho replied,

It is tho g eneral impression 
that an alliance exists between Russia 
ami France. 
If one of these countries 
became eng ag ed iu a dispute, say with 
som e American or A siatic nation, the 
representatives of France and the other 
nation in dispute and the deleg ate from 
R ussia would w ithd raw from the trib­ 
unal. 
“ I have talked w ith mem bers of the 
diplom atic corps in 
W ashing ton, and 
they are all favorably impressed w ith 
the id**a. They believe that there could 
tie no g reat difficulty iu the w ay of the 
establishm ent of tho co u rt.” — Special 
N ew York World.
